QUEER LANGUAGE. 


Tho “Canipher Tongue” of a Wild bnt In¬ 
offensive Race. 

One of the queerest languages in the 
world, used for the queerest purposes, 
is the “camphor language” of Johore, 
a country of the Malay peninsula. It has 
lately been studied and reported upon 
by Mr. Lake, an English engineer in 
the service of the sultan of. Johore. This 
language is called the “Pantang Ka- 
por,” or camphor language, aud is used 
by the natives and all others who are 
engaged in gathering the product of the 
Malayan camphor tree and only at that 
time. If they used either of the lan¬ 
guages of the region, the Malay or the 
aboriginal Jakun, the natives believe 
that they could not obtain any camphor, 
and for a most curious ftiison. The cam¬ 
phor tree, Dryoblanops camphora, grows 
abundantly in certain parts of the pe¬ 
ninsula, hut only occasionally contains 
camphor crystals. The camphor is not 
the same as that obtained from the cam¬ 
phor laurel of Formosa and Japan, 
which is the source of the ordinary cam¬ 
phor of commerce. It is a sort very 
highly prized by the Chinese in the em¬ 
balming of their dead, in incense and in 
medicine, aud the gum brings much 
more than the common camphor. 

The Malayans and other Johore na¬ 
tives believe that each species of tree 
has a spirit or divinity that’ presides 
over its affairs. The spirit-of the cam¬ 
phor tree is known by the name of Bi¬ 
son^—literally “a woman.” Her resting 
place is near the trees, and when at 
night a peenliar noise is heard in the 
woods, resembling that of a cicada, the 
Bisan is believed to he singing, and 
camphor will surely be found in the 
neighborhood. But the spirit of the cam¬ 
phor tree seems to he jealous of the pre 
cious gum and must he propitiated, and 
if she knows that hunters are in quest 
of it she will endeavor to turn' their 
steps aside. So it is necessary to speak 
in a tongue which she does not under¬ 
stand. For this purpose the “camphor 
language” has been invented. It con¬ 
sists of a mixture of Jakiui and Malay 
words, hut these are curiously altered 
and reversed, and the natives positively 
believe that the divinity of the camphor 
tree is completely- cc4mised. The Jakuns 
who hunt the camphor are one of the 
wildest of people, but inoffensive. They 
live together with monkeys, dogs, cats, 
innumerable fowls and perhaps a tame 
homhill in perfect Harmony under mov¬ 
able leaf shelters built on poles in the 
woods.—Boston Traveller. 


BETHEL’S HEAVY TAXPAYERS. 


Tho luvincibl© Armada. 

The invincible armada was a famous 
naval expedition sent by Philip II of 
Spain against Euglaiid in 1'588. It con¬ 
sisted of i 30 vessels, 3,430 great guns, 
4,575 quintals of powder, nearly 30,000 
soldiers, above 8,000 sailors and more 
than 2,000 volunteers. It arrived in the 
English channel on July 19 and was de-‘ 
feated the next day by Admiral How¬ 
ard, who was seconded by Drake, Haw¬ 
kins and Frobisher. Eight fire ships 
having been sent into the Spanish fleet, 
they bore off in great disorder. Profiting 
by the, panic, the English fell upon them 
and captured or destroyed" a number of 
their ships, and Admiral Howard main¬ 
tained a running fight from July 21 to 
July 27, with such effect that the Span¬ 
ish commander, despairing of success, 
resolved to return home, and as escape 
through the English channel was pre¬ 
vented by contrary winds he undertook 
to sail around the Orkneys,- but the ves¬ 
sels which still remained to him were 
dispersed by storms or shipwrecked 
among the rooks and shallows on differ¬ 
ent parts of tho Scottish and Irish coast, 
aud upward of 5,000 men were drown¬ 
ed, killed or taken prisoners. Of the 
whole armada' 53 ships only returned to 
Spain, aud these in a wretched condi¬ 
tion. The English lost but one ship.—• 
Brooklyn Eagle.

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The Coos, The Upper Coos, 

And the Country Beyond, 

By J. G. RICH. 

Our usual progress was one miie 
anhour, and as we went, we amused 
each other by spinning yarns on 
various topics, especially those re¬ 
lating to woodcraft. 

After we had turned our faces 
homeward, and had' ascended to 
the top of a very high mountain, 
where no trees grew, a heavy 
thunder shower burst upon us; the 
scene became truly fearful and in¬ 
describable. We were above the 
earth, no human habitation within 
nearly a hundred miles of us, at 
almost nightfall, in a drenching rain¬ 
storm, wet to our skins, with no 
prospect of reaching even wood 
enough to build a fire before dark. 
But we hurried on over the tep and 
down the other side, keeping our 
compass line as near as possible ; 
and just as darkness closed upon 
us we had gained the green woods J 
and struck a ravine which we were 
obliged4o follow down, as we could 
not cross it. Presently we came to i 
spruce trees, which we peeled, and 
spread the bark for a covering. We 
built a big fire by means of birch 
bark and a dead fir tree which we 
were fortunate enough to find, and 
dried and warmed ourselves before 
the blaze. But this little level 
plateau on which we were to camp 
was a fearful spot; the water came 
rushing dowii the deep ravine in 
torrents, and the high bluff over 
our heads seemed to threaten a 
land slide that would wipe us out 
of existence without warning; the 
thought was anything but pleasant, 
with the roar of the brook beueath 
and the storm among the cliffs 
above. All things must have an 
end, and the long night passed 
away. The sun rose in great splen¬ 
dor before we had finished our sim¬ 
ple breakfast, and gave us a mag¬ 
nificent vtew from our elevated po¬ 
sition ; the dewdrops on the leaves 
of the trees about u's shone like 
crystals in the sunbeams and all 
nature seemed beautified and re¬ 
freshed by the recent rain. A feel¬ 
ing of awe and thankfulness took 
possession of our hearts, and we 
felt our littleness in comparison 
with the mighty forces of nature 
and the everlasting hills, and our 
dependence on the great Architect 
’of the universe. 

During this expedition, after 
leaving our boat, we saw only 
one object with which we were fa¬ 
miliar, Kennebago West Mountain. 
We went and came almost entire¬ 
ly by compass, and after eleven 
days’ absence, we struck out of the 
woods onto the shore of the Cup- 
suptic river, within twenty rods of 
our boat. We had left in our lard¬ 
er one half pound of pork, on which 
we feasted until we reached our 
home, twenty miles away. 

During the trip we found old 
landmarks of spotted or blazed trees 
for township lines and corners, 
made twenty years ago, which were, 
of course, a great' help In finding 
the township we were after, for 
trees were marked as corners tell¬ 
ing the number and range of the 
four townships that cornered to¬ 
gether-, and as each town is just six 
miles square we could give distan¬ 
ces when nearing the next town. 

There are several ways to tell the 
difference between a hunter’s line 
and town and state linqg; first, by 
the direction they indicate, by the 
age of the spot or blaze, which is 
known by the yearly growth of the 
tree since the spot was cut; thus, 
if the lines were run tvveiity years 
before, there would be twenty veins 
or wrinkles each side of the ' spot, 

J,which is shown by cutting in with 
the axe; and a person before going 
to explore any township of wild 
land, would learn the date of run¬ 
ning the lines, by the public records 
and by charts of the survey. 

As we wept north and approach¬ 
ed the Canada ljne. the country vyas 
bioken and mountainous, and the 
trees scrubby and short ; no chance 
for farms, but rocky hills with less 
and less level Hand. .Farther south 
W© found much good timber of 
spruce aiid pine, through which ran 
beautiful streams; ponds also were 
numerous. ~ ' 

• • Our hunting inatiqcts Observed 
the signs of wild animals which in¬ 
habited the wilderness we explored, 
by the deep worn paths beside the 
rivers, streams, and lakes, probably 
worn and used for ages past by ev¬ 
ery kind of beast indigent to the lo¬ 
cality. We also frequently saw 
the fresh foot prints of the bear, 
moose, caribou, deer, and other an¬ 
imals, and no doubt had we had the 
time we might have waylaid, and 
chotgreat n u m bers of them:

of. True, they,may not always got. up 
to the full 16 bauds size, suitable for the 
heavier equipages, where a larger, ran¬ 
gier, less dashing type of-horse is per¬ 
haps more suitable, but as a general rule 
they will he possessed of that combina¬ 
tion so much desired—viz, good looks, 
strength, stamina, quality and style, 
with the hold, free action of knees and 
hocks which distinguishes the breed and 
increases its selling value. 

Without the use of the hackney stal¬ 
lion these admirable features are occa¬ 
sionally, but all too rarely, produced by 
some of our own trotting bred sires, but 
by using hackneys of tho proper type 
and pedigree and mated as indicated 
above we would'get such .results not 
once in ten times, but perhaps eight 
times out of ten. Let any ono interested 
visit tho horse sales at the Chicago 
stockyards and observe how alert the 
various buyers, eastern and European, 
suddenly become when a horse of hack- 
ficy typo enters tho sale ring. There is 
a kind of magnetic charm about tbe 
horse’s appearance and an evident re¬ 
serve power of force and action which 
captivate all real horsemen, even tho 
most bigoted fast trotting advocate. 
Tho result is seen in the keen competi¬ 
tion of ono buyer against another to se¬ 
cure tho “plum,” which is only accom¬ 
plished after a figure has been reached 
high enough probably to buy a half doz¬ 
en of tho usual nondescripts that con¬ 
stantly fill tho stockyards’ auction mart 
and with which tho whole country is 
badly saturated. Now that tho breeding 
season is again upon us it certainly be¬ 
hooves the horse breeder to cast aside 
all unreasoning prejudice, and those 
who own mares which by reason of their 
size, finish aud conformation are suita¬ 
ble for the production of carringo horses 
should look around for tho best and 
most likely stallion, be ho hackney, 
coachor or road horse.

Only U Fair Trade In. Fresh Beef and 
Flour—Lambs Firmer and Sheep Steady 
—Cattle and Wool Markets. 


Boston, June 20.—Barely steady, with 
less buying for cold storage, was the con¬ 
dition of the butter market yesterday 
Bny^s showed more resistance to paying 
the extreme prices asked, and While no de¬ 
cline: Can he-reported the sharp edge 
seemed to ho off. This might have been 
owing to the warm weather and the. holi¬ 
day on Monday, which sent many pcoplo 
out of town, and activo operations may 
soon he resumed. 

But with the heavy recoipts and the 
large quantities already secured for cold 
storage, a holding hack on the part of the 
speculative buyers for a while need not 
surprise anybody. The demand for cur¬ 
rent consumption 'is somewhat disap¬ 
pointing, and fears are being enterfained 
• that prices havo been started too high. 

Manufacturers of northern butter, on 
the other hand, are still strong In their 
views and unwilling to make any conces¬ 
sion, claiming that prices are as low as 
thoy should be, and In order to leave any 
margin of profit should go a little higher. 
This is why so many of them are storing 
rather than force sales at present, and al¬ 
lowing western makers to monopolizo 
most of the business. Whether or not 
this is wise policy on the part of our north¬ 
ern friends remains to be seen. 

The receipts last wcok aggreyated 1,847,- 
828 pounds against 1,904,799 pounds corre¬ 
sponding week hist year, the largest week’s 
receipts of last year. Receipts since tho 
first of May, up to the close of the week, 
foot up 8,602,191 pounds, against 8,353,00‘;l 
pounds same time last year, an Increase of 
only'149,188 pounds. Yesterday the re¬ 
ceipts for the two days were given at 7G4,(i91 
pounds, against 023,371 pounds, an in. 
crease of 141,320 pounds, audit’ this should 
be kept up there would soon be a largo 
surplus. 

The stock in Qnincy cold storage was in¬ 
creased last week by 21,800 tubs, and at 
‘the close it stood at 88.244 tubs, against 
63,773 tabs same time last year, an in¬ 
crease of 24,471 tubs. 

With this plain statement of facts and 
figures before them, both buyers and sell¬ 
ers can see wlmt chances there are for 
higher prices in the future. Of course, a 
long dry spell may come in July and 
August and cut off the make, and work 
an important change.

THE FIRST LOCOMOTIVE. 


It Was Built hy Oliver Evans, Who Couldn’t 
Lay Up Money. 

The real inventor of tho locomotive 
never realized a cent from his invention. 

His name was Oliver Evans. He was 
boril in Delaware in 1756 and spent all 
his life perfecting inventions which 
were destined to bring him nothing but 
moro poverty. He was tho original in¬ 
ventor of tho high pressure engine used 
in locomotives, the only kind tliat could 
he employed to advantage in this form 
of transportation, but realized nothing 
for his idea. 

His application of the notion to both 
land and water power was somewhat 
novel. r 

In 1804 tne municipality of Philadel¬ 
phia called for bids for the dredging of 
tho river and the cleaning of |he docks. 
Evans put in a bid lower than any of 
his competitors, and when it was ae 
cepted determined to build a steamboat 
to do the work. 

He fitted out a scow with a steam en¬ 
gine, building both the engine and the 
scow in his own workshop. 

■When the boat was ready to he launch¬ 
ed, Evans determined to give the peo 
pie of Philadelphia an object lesson in 
mechanics, so he put tho boat on wheels, 
fitted up a push wheel behind, set his 
engine to work and propelled the boat 
through the streets to the river in the 
midst of an open mouthed throng, not a 
few of whom had a dim idea that he 
ought to be arrested for witchcraft. 

When tho boat reached the bank of 
the river, the wheels and axles were tak¬ 
en off, the craft was launched, fitted 
out with other wheels and made to do 
the work of dredging the harbor. 

So far as tho invention of mechanical 
devices went, Evans had a splendid 
genius, hut when dollars and cents came 
up for consideration he was a mere 
child, and even allowed himself to ho 
cheated out of the money that was duo 
him for cleaning tho Philadelphia liar 
bor with his new faugled steamboat.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Profit In Soda Pountains.* 

A New Orleans man named May 
told mo that his yearly profits from his 
soda fountain were §30,000. One San¬ 
ders, a Detroiter, who owns an §8,000 
fountain, the finest displayed at the 
World’s fair, does a rushing business, 
and his sales run frojn §300 to §700 per 
day the year round. In Buffalo Stod¬ 
dard Bros, employ 30 girls to handle 
ice cream soda, and it takes 3,000 glass¬ 
es to accommodate their trade. They 
sell it at 5 cents a glass, and there is a 
net profit of just 100 per cent. In Bos¬ 
ton Thompson’s Spa, the greatest soda 
Tesort at the Hub, easily clears for its 
owner §50,000 a year. There are in the 
United States 100,000 fountains in op¬ 
eration, and manufacturers are getting 
more orders now than they ever got be¬ 
fore.—Washington Post.

A Means of Disinfecting Wells. 

Heavy rains are apt to contaminate 
wells and spread disease," hence. Dr. 
Franck has brought under the notice of 
the Polytechnic society of Berlin a means 
of disinfecting wells, which ho employs 
with success. It consists in suspending 
in the mouth of the well an earthenware 
dish containing 50 to 100 grams (a 
gram is about 15 grains) of bromine, 
which, being volatile in air, forms a 
dense vapor.that fills tlie well, and-is 
absorbed by the water, thus disinfecting 
it. The wator, it is true, has a slight 
taste of brominefor a time, but is whole¬
